WASHINGTON, June 29.—Guiteau arose 
this morning, after a quiet night, as usual. 
For the last ten days he has been sleeping 
well and awaking much refreshed. Although 
the jail is.located three andahalf miles 
from the city, and although his ceil’ is 
cool and airy, Guiteau suffers from the heat. 
The one thing which he enjoys most is his 
daily exercise walk in the jail corridor. One 
hour is allowed him for this. He is watched 
by a solitary guard, an old man in spectacles, 
to whom he pays not the slightest attention. 
He habitually takes this promenade, clad 
only in his undershirt and drawers, witha 
pair of felt slippers on his feet. Sometimes 
he walks slowly, with his head bent on his 
breast, apparentiy wrapt in deep meditation. 
Then he will straighten up, put ona 
spurt for four or five minutes, 
in an evident endeavor to shake off gloomy 
thoughts and the vision of what to-morrow 
will bring.

‘‘Dors the Post-DISPATCH pretend to say 
that the protection of American laborers re- 
duces wages?” asks the Inter- Ocean ot Chi- 
cago, The Post- Drsraron certainly does 
not pretend to say that the protection of 
American laborers reduces their wages. But 
it does say that what the Inter-Ocean calls 
the protection of American laborers” is 
simply the protection of manufacturing mon- 
opolies, and that, instead of American labor 
being protected, it is heavily taxed by our so- 
called protective tariff to support these mon- 
opolies. There is no law to prevent the mon- 
opolists from importing all the “pauper labor 
from Europe’’ they need to break down the 
market for American labor and make living 
more costly tothe American working man. 
So far as the labor market sis concerned: 
the protected monopolists are the 
most radical free-traders we kuow of. 
Protection gives them a monopoly of the 
home market, and enables them to extort 
high prices for their wares from a thousand 
laborers where they afford employment for 
one. Instead of paying higher wages in con- 
sequence of the high prices which the tariff 
monopoly enables them to extort from their 
customers, these protected manufacturers 
pay only the same average rate as the rest of 
the community for common or skilled labor, 
and put the huge profitsin their own pockets. 
The moment a short crop increases the costof 
living a little, it is discovered that their em- 
ployes cannot subsist on the wages allowed 
them, and when they ask for more the mills 
and factories are stopped and they are turned 
out to starve, while the farmers and other 
classes of Consumers who are taxed to pay the 
profits of the protected monopolists, 
have to pay for the protected articles the 
same old monopoly prices or higher ones. 
This sort of protection, the sort which the 
Inter- Ocean advocates, is downright robbery 
of the great mass of American laborers—tax- 
ing them, not to support the Government, 
not for the benefit of the poor orthe public, 
but to swell the income of the surplus capi- 
tal of the rich. This is the worst sort of com- 
munism, andthe craziest communist never 
proposed anything that cannot be justified by 
the same logic that justifies this. Capital 
can find plenty of employment and legitimate 
profit in this country: unaided by any grant 
of monopoly rights and powers. Our coun- 
try’s superiority in all natural resources and 
productive capacities is protection enough 
to keep the rate of interest always higher 
here than in any other commercial and 
manufacturing country. 


REVERTING to the hub-bub raised in the 
State by Gov. CRITTENDEN’S open alliance 
with the gambling politicians of St. Louis, the 
Jefferson City Tribune says: 

While we belie¥e Gov. Crittenden has made 
a great mistake in his use of the pardoning 
power in this instance, we believe a greater 
outrage Bas been committed against the best 
interests of the State by the coarse abuse heap- 
ed upon him by such papers asthe Post-Dis- 
PATCH and Globe-Democrat. They should re- 


member that Gov. Crittenden is the Executive 


of the State, and when they declare he receiv- 
ed money as a bribe for his pa ſon of these 
men, that he is corrupt, and deserves the peni- 
tentiary, they reflect upon the State. 


And Mr. CRITTENDEN should remember 
that he is the Executive (unfortunately) of 
this State and that when he commits official 
acts which are explicable only on the ground 
that he has given way to venal influences he 
invites just the sort of criticism and condem- 
nation that he is receiving.

THE JUNK WHEAT DEAL - 


The Longs Call it the June Squeal, and 
the Shorts the June Steal. 
The situation in the June wheat deal shows 


for cash wheat let down 1 3-4c in price, sell - 
ing on the noon call to-day at $1 21-4. 


There is said to be a very nervous 
feeling on both the part of the shorts and of 
the longs as to the outcome of the deal. 
While the shorts claim that the market value 
of June wheat can not be legitimately fixed 
above $1 25, yet they seem afraid that it will 
be, even with an arbitration committee 
chosen from disinterested and average intel - 
ligent members of the Exchange. J. B. 
Oliver, the party who has the clamps on the 


market and is squeezing the St. Louis shorts. 
is still here and is said tobe determined to 
run the squeeze through to the end. It was 
told a reporter to-day that a large number of 
the shorts made overtures fora settlement 
yesterday by intimating to Mr. Oliver that 
they would settle all their outstanding con- 
tracts at $1 35, but in repiy he informed them 
that he thought the wheat was worth $1 40, 
which at once put a stop to further negotia- 
tions. At the noon-call to-day an attempt 
was made to trade in settlement when June 
wheat was reached. Under the rules govern- 
ing the Cail Board, trading in séitiement is 
not allowed on the noon call, 
and 6 such decided opposition was 
developed against ithe effort 
to force settlements that the attempt fell 
through. The feeling that has been aroused 
by this June “‘corner” or squeeze is really 
very bitter. June parties say that the shorts, 
if they default upon their contracts and then 
refuse to settle at the 1 the last day of 
the month closes at, will be guilty of a great 
wrong that not alone will hurt themin their 
reputation of trgders, but also ipfure this 
market. 

“Why,” said a leading grain broker, 'the 
greatest difficulty 1 have in getting orders 
from otber places is the reputation St. Loviis 
operators have for laying down on their con- 
tracts. Chicago parties say that they 
buy here and the market down 
they will get the stiff, t that 
it the market advances St. Louis lays down 
and won’t settle. This is hurting our market, 
and if the shorts in this June deal refuse to 
accept the market price for a settiement they 
will still further injure this market for spec- 
ulative trading. Of course if the market is 
foreed up to $1 40 it will be different, and I 
wouldn't blame them for contesting it.“ 

On the other side a party advised the re- 
porter with: “Why don’t give Chicago a 
shot? They say that St. Louis lays down on 
her contracts, but last year when St. Louis 
and the country were buying corn in Chica- 
goand the market was ming, they got 
their blamed old committee together and put 
the price down low enough to bust haif a 
dozen fellows.” 

The shorts assert positively that they have 
no intention of laying down their contracts and 
have tried to fill them by every means in their 
power. This they found it imposssible to do 
and they now can only settle out at a fixed 
market price. They naturally, however, do 
not feel like settiing on what is known 
to be a manipulated market 
‘and at prices that are far above the legiti- 
mate value of the wheat, and only dy arbi- 
tration do they think the market value can 
be arrived at. They claim that their ex- 
change has rules to protect them and their 
trades from speculative manipulation, and 
they intend to appeal to these rules and see 
if it is possible to have them enforced in the 
strict sense they were drafted and adopted 
for—the suppression of corners.“

Do THEY COUNT IT? 


National Bank Examiners Who 
Not Go Over the Cash. 

Speaking of the examination by the Na- 
tional Bank Examiner just concluded at the 
Third National Bank, a prominent casnier of 
this ſeity remarked toa Post-DISPATCH re- 
porter“I supposejthat is the first occasion upon 
which a national bank’s cash nas been actu- 
ally examined and counted by the examiner. 
As a rule they do nothing of the kind. I have 
often thought over the carelessness. with 
which examinations were conducted and I 
have made it a point to question tellers 
and cashiers of national banks 
as to the modus of examination. In each 
instance they have assured me that the cash 
was never actually counted. The bundles 
alleged te contain $1,000 or $5,000 were check- 
ed ol on a sheet of paper but each of 
them was not opened to see 
if it really contained $1,000 or $5,000. Tne 
cash is taken for granted, and the examiner 
does not go over it as it should be gone over. 
In fact, nothing but an actual daily account 
of the money wil detect stealing, and

the man or men who do the countiog shoul 
have no counection with the men who re- 
ceive or pay out money. People should not 
be surprised “that stealing goes on 
when this sole sefeguard is not applied. 
As the banks of this town are managed there 
are a great many more safecuards against 
stealing put around the street car conductor 
than there are about the bank clerk. One

New Tonk, June 29.—It is stated on good au- 
thority that the unsettled June wheat con- 
tracts amounted last night to 750,000 bushels. 


* It is estimated about 250, 000 bushels will be de- 


livered to-day and to-morrow, leaving about 
500,000 bushels unsettled for July 1. There was 
some selling of July wheat on country orcers. 


St. Louis offered wheat for delivery before July 
15 at $1 31, cost of insurance and freight. COhi- 
cago and Peoria bought oats freely. Two 
houses had buying orders for about 300,000 
bushels, mostiv for August. A wash sale was 
made at 49% for August and orders filled at 
about that figure, Several houses recentiy 
covered short lines and have gone long. I. 
is rumored. Gen. Palmer just placed 
$1,000,000 Mexican national bonds in Europe at 
higher prices than those prevailing here. The 
bonds were in sharp demand yesterday and 
advanced to 64%. A further advance is pre- 
dicted. Shréwd people believe moneyed in- 
stitutions fathered Wednesday’s money 
squeeze in order to facilitate the making of 
time loans, which have been delayen by the 
prevailing low rate of interest. Plenty of 
money is offered at 3 per cent for six months, 
and institutions are said to be anxious to 
make their summer loans. There is under- 
stood to be a large short interest in St. Paul.

Interesting Interview With St. 


Charles Jules To-Morrow. 


— — 


A reporter of the Posr-Disra TH, having 
learned that there were members of the 
Guiteau family now residing: in St. Louis, 
who, by the quietest kind of living since the 
great Presidential tragedy. at Washington, 
had almost managed to keep themselves 
entirely out of ‘the newspapers, determined 
to look them up yesterday, and did so with 
considerable success. : 

Harry Guiteau is a conductor on the 
Iron Mountain Railroad, and resides at 
Carondelet at present. Being out of the 
city on a run he was not seen, but it was 
learned that hé admits to being a full 

COUSIN OF CHARLES JULES, 
the assassin. He was not summoned to 
Washington as a witness, having known lit- 
tle of his uncle’s family, and never having 


laid eyes on his fanatical cousin. He thinks 
the man was responsible for his crime, al- 
though he is not anxious that a relative 
should go into history by way of the hang- 
man’strope. 

Mr. Benjamin Guiteau iss carpenter, re- 
siding with a large family at 1307 North Six- 
teenth. He and bis family were seen just as 
they were sitting down to supper, and a good 
opportunity was had to scan the physiognomy 
a each individual, from the sixty-year-old 


father to the baby of a few 
months. Mr. Guiteau talked readily 
of his family, and was undesitating 


in his opinions of the man who has brought 
DISGRACE UPON THE NAME. 

In response to queries, Mr. Guiteau said 

that he was unable totrace his relationship 

to the President remover. The Guiteaus of 


this country are undoubtedly all connected. 
The family were French Protest- 
ants, and removed from France 


to England at the time of the 
Reformation. Subsequently they migrated to 
this country and settied in Connecticut. 
From the Connecticut stock came aii the 
American Guiteaus. His own grandfather, 
he said, removed from the Nutmeg State to 
Marietta, Ohio, and his descendants are still 
settled thereabouts. The Charies Jules 
branch went to Tennessee, and then to 
Michigan and Illinois. At this point of the 
narration Mr. Guiteau, whois a man of far 
more cuitivated address than one would ex- 

et to findin his occupation, said that he 
had his own genealogical record straight 
back for over 200 years, and offered to show 
it to the reporter. He said that up to a year 
ago there had never been a stain upon the 
family name, : 

„Have there been any cases of insanity in 
vour branch of the family?’’ asked the re- 
porter. 

None at all, that ever i heard of.” 

„% Have the family been inclined to pro- 
nounced or fanatical relizious views?” 

„No; the family have been of the Presbyte- 
rian sect, but with nothing ‘inspirationa)’ in 
their make-up.” 

„H you as a member of the family believe 
that Charles J. Guitean is a sane man!“ 

„I hardiy know what to think of the man 
at times, but I believe that when he shot Mr. 


Garfield 

HE WAS PERFECTLY SANE 
and knew just what he was doing. He was 
able to disiinguish between right and wrong, 
and ought tosnffer the consequences of his 
act, whether he has ever been slightly de- 
mented or not.“ 

“Then you don’t wish to see the assassin 
reprieved on gccount of the disgrace of the 
name!“ 

„No, I do not. Isaid he deserved hang- 
ing last summer, the day after he did the 
deed, and I have stuck to it ever since. I be- 
lieve he will die to-morrow, and I am in favor 
of his doing so.’’ 

“Ten’t it possible that the man is insane?“ 

‘*T suppose it is possible, but I don’t believe 
it. He deserves death for his act as much as 
vou or I would if either had murdered the 
President.” 

“Have you any idea to what Mrs. Scoville 
and John W. Guiteau refer in their com- 
munications regarding the peculiar birth of 
Charlie!“ 

„have not. The whole subject has, of 
coure, been a great annoyance to me, and 
every bedy I have met since last July has 
worried me much with questions.” 

At this juncture, the wife, who is a good- 
looking, motherly woman ofabout 50 years 
of age, spoke up and said: 

“Why, Mr. Guiteau has 
A BET OF A HAT 
that the assassin Guiteau wil! be hung.” 

Mr. Guiteau then explained that he had no 
bet, but when he expressed a desire that his 
namesake have his neck stretched a fellow 
workman had said, “Bully for you. If he is 
hung I will give you a new hat.” 

„Were any of your relations summoned to 
the trial, Mr. Guiteau?’’ 

No. My brother John M. Gniteau (don’t 
make a mistake, his name generally gets con- 
fused in the papers with John 
W. Guiteau, the brother of Charles) 
is A lawyer of New York 
City for the last thirty years. I understand 
that he was summoned as a witness, but was 
afterwards hot wanted—probabiy his opinions 
were not favorable to the defonse,’’ 

In conclusion, Mr. Benjamin Guiteau said 
that he had a grown son working upon the 
Chicago and New Orleans Line, and another 
had died in railroad service. He, himself, 
had lived in St. Louis eight years, and since 
the demise of the Whig party he had been a 
Republican. He did not believe that Presi- 
dent Arthur, or any of the Stalwarts, had 
woe to do with inciting Guiteau to his 
crime. 

The 5 said who is quite familiar with the 
face of Charles Guiteau from various good 
photographs could see not the slightest re- 
semblance to him in any of the Benjamin 
Guiteau family. 
Probably a man was never hung who bad 
as little sympathy from is family connections 
as Charles J. Guiteau. The St. Louis house 
may be said to rather rejoice in his receiving 
the full measure of punishment for his crime.

T'wenty-three Bodies Recovered. 


„Isn't the zuleide croprather backward 
this year?” asked a reporter of Deputy Cor- 
oner Praedicow this morning. 

„Oh, no,” he replied, “it has deen pretty 
good, considering the state of the weather. 
From my experience in this — office 
I have found that the majority of su- 
cides occur in the spring and fall. 


How to account for this I don’t know, unless 
the heat has sucha depressing effect on the 
physical forces that * o and en · 
ergy cannot be mustered up to do the act. 
Then you know a man can live, sleep in the 
open alr at night and skirmish for one meal a 
day, which is enough in bot weather. 
When. the fall comes on and & man 
is left with a suit of worn-out summer 
clothes and no prosvects ahead he will grow 
depondent and shuffle off.“ 

How about floaters?” 

The floaters have been few this year, 
There have only been twenty-three . bodies 
taken from the river thus far this 
season, which. is - unusually light. 
As soon as spring opens | 
and the thunder storms occur, bodies which 

have been in the water for months rise to the 
surface and are nshed out. A remarkable 
thing has happened this spring. Out of the 
twenty-three bodies taken from the river only 
two have been buried unidentified.” | 

How can the bodies be recognized?” asked 
the reporter. “In many instances, the flesh 
all being eaten from the face by fish, and also 
worn off by the action of the water, I should 
think it impossible.’? 

„Od, that is done by something found on 
the body generally. Until a body has been in 
water fora year or more there is always 
something about it which can be recognized. 

“There was a singular thing happened 
lately,” ssid Mr. Praedicow. A yowng lad 
named William Erbeck was drowned while 
in swimming with some companions last 
Sunday sfternoon at Alton. On Monday, 
about 3 o’clock, his body was found at the 


mouth of the River Des Peres, 
twenty-five miles below. This 
was the most remarkable time 
I ever heard of being made. Usually 


the bodies sink foratime and then coming 

to the surface float with the stream.“ 
To-day is the first day in six months that 

the report of the Superintendent of the 

1 states that there are no bodies lying 
ere.
